In presenting this annual report of the schools entrusted by 
the town to my supervision, I am gratified to be able to say that 
the duties of Prudential Committee, in the several districts, 
have been discharged with fidelity and good judgment. They 
have sought in season to procure the best teachers available. 
The school fund has been profitably expended. The schools 
have been successful. In thorough, practical teaching there 
has been an advance. As most of the pupils are in the earlier, 
I may say primary stages, it is all-important that they should 
be instructed by careful and thorough teachers, familiar with 
the best methods, and skillful and apt in training the young 
pupil in elementary knowledge. Most of those who have 
taught here the past year have excelled in this respect, and im 


none is there any marked deficiency to report.

MR..W. 8S. A. STARRETT, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Agnes M. Lash, of New Boston, taught the first term. 
Miss Lash is a young teacher but of good promise. She has 
good scholarship, and her method of teaching kept her pupils 
occupied and a fresh and lively interest in school-work was sus- 
tained through the term. So favorably was she regarded that 
‘an engagement was made with her for the second term, but an 
attack of illnesss compelled her to cancel it.

As her successor the committee was so fortunate as to secure 
the services of Miss Carrie E. Paige, of Weare, who continued 
through the year. Miss Paige is a veteran in her vocation, her 
teaching experience covering nearly forty terms. She labored 
here with marked success. Her instruction was careful and 
thorough. No pupil was permitted to advance upon new ground 
until that previously occupied had been thoroughly worked, 
consequently the proficiency made was reliable. Her govern- 
‘ ment was excellent. Her school steadily improved in order, 

reaching a higher standard than for years. Her scholars loved 
and cheerfully obeyed her. In all. that makes a progressive 
school of the best model little more could be desired. It is be- 
lieved that the best interests of the school would be promoted 
by her continuance i it, and it is hoped that the well-earned 
favor with which she is regarded by parents and pupils will lead 
to her re-engagement for the coming year. 


SOUTH DISTRICT. 
HENRY F. DODGE, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


The school fund of this district has for the last two years per- 
mitted three terms of school, instead of two as before. | 

Miss Ella F'. Dodge, of Francestown, a teacher of approved 
efficiency for two terms last year, taught the Summer term with 
her previous success. Another engagement compelling her to 
decline the Fall term, Miss Sybil B. Marden was employed. 
Her scholarship is fine and her kindliness won the affection of 
her charge... She was popular in the district, yet the committee 
is of the opinion, that with her many excellences, she was too 
indulgent, and that there was a laxity of discipline which im- 
posed a severe task upon her successor in restoring the order 
which is indispensable to a first-rate school. 

Miss Bertha I. Sawtelle, of Amherst, conducted the third 
term. This was her sixth term of teaching. On my first visit 
to the school at its commencement it appeared to be in a state 
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of chronic disorder which was surprising, and as unsatisfactory 
to myself as it was perplexing to the teacher. This led to re- 
peated visits of inspection. The change from chaos to most 
perfect order was remarkable and demonstrated the determ- 
ination and capacity of Miss Sawtelle. Her manner of instruc- 
tion was the very best, and she secured the cordial attachment 
of her scholars. The attendance of visitors at the close was 
large, and the fine condition of the school rendered the occa- | 
sion one not surpassed in interest by any previous examination 
here. Miss Sawtelle wrought a good work here, and I pe sh 
the district will recall her to its service. 


EAST SCHOOL. 


HENRY M. FAIRFIELD, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Sybil B. Marden, of New Boston, taught the Summer 
term. Miss Marden taught here last year and was very much 
in favor in the district. 

The children evidently liked the teacher and, at its close, it 
was manifest that the school had made good progress. No de- 
ficiency of order was noticeable. 

Miss Marden was engaged for the Winter term, commenced 
it aud taught two weeks, when ill-health obliged her to retire. 
Miss Esther C. Kendall, a resident of the district, succeeded 
her and kept through the term. There was some friction con- 
sequent upon the abrupt change of teachers, and the resolute 
purpose of Miss Kendall to keep an orderly school or none, but 
after some annoyance quiet was established, and the school 
went on prosperously to its close. She maintained good disci- 
pline, and her tuition was intelligent and thorough, indicating 
good scholarship and experience in teaching. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 
STEPHEN G. CLEMENT, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Lizzie E. Hill, of Amherst, who taught this school last 
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year was re-employed for the Summer term. She applied her- 
self to her charge with the same earnestness and fidelity as had 
before won her the favor of all interested ; and when she closed | 
her connection with the school, it was with the esteem and 
_ affection of parents and pupils. 

Miss Jessie R. Merriam, of Danvers, Mass., taught the Fall 
term. Miss Merriam is a graduate of the Salem Normal 
School. Herself a well-trained scholar she was here a most 
scrupulously thorough teacher. She enforced order, and all the 
school-work done under her jinstruction was well done. Her 
_ Service here was valuable, though to some she may have seemed 
too exacting. I should be untrue to my convictions did I fail 
to express my recognition of her superior merit as a teacher. 


WEST SCHOOL. 
_GRANVILLE ©. AVERILL, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss A. M. Curtis, of Lyndeborough, who had taught here 
so acceptably last year, was procured for the Summer term. 
She addressed herself to her work with her usual energy and 
tact, and satisfactory progress was made by the pupils. 

Miss Emma F. Trow, of Mont Vernon, had charge of the 
school the Fall term. This was her first experience as a teacher 
and she made a good beginning. She was quiet and self- 
assured in the schoolroom. Her government was good and her 
scholarship ample. The deportment of the school at the close, 
and the evidence of progress was creditable to all, and attested 
the ability and devotion of the teacher. 

The educational interests of the North and West Districts 
would be greatly promoted by their union. Thus united the 
attendance would not much exceed twenty scholars.
